MINE AND GOES 


Alaunia Believed to Have 
Landed Passengers Be- 
fore Disaster. 


New York, Oct. 19.—The Cii- 
nard liner Alaunia has been sunk 
by a mine in the English channel 
between Falraoutli and London, 
according to cable advices to the 
Cunard line here today. 


The Alaunia sailed from this 
port Oct. 7 with passengers but the 
Cunard line officials believe they 
were all landed at Falmouth ac- 
cording to the usual custom. 


Captain Benison and some of the 
crew Avere saved, according to the 
cable message, but some are miss- 
ing. 


The Alaunia called at Falmouth 
on Tuesday and was on her way 
to London when she struck the 
mine some time this morning. 


The text of the message received from 
the Liverpool office of the Cunard line, 
indicated that there were some passen- 
gers aboard, but that they were saved. 
It read: 


"Alaunia struck mine in English chan- 
nel this morning. 
Sunk during the fore- 
noon. 
Passengers and majority of crev 
tared. 
Several missing."

Washin^on, D. C., Oct. 11.—Marked 
variation in methods of marketing meat 
animals in different sections of the Unit- 
ed States and in methods of marketing 
different classes of animals in the coun- 
try as a whole has been found by spe- 
cialists of the United States department 
of agriculture from a survey of the live- 
stock marketing conditions of the coun- 
try, 
The data obtained by the survey 
have been published as Part V of a re- 
port of an exhaustive study of the meat 
situation in the United States. 


The three general methods of market- 
ing found to be in most common use are: 


Shipping to the large centralized mar- 
kets, selling to local butchers and pack- 
ers, and the sale of farm-prepared meats 
to dealers or consumera. 
The bulk of 
the animals from the Central states, it 
was found, is sold through the central- 
ized markets, while some form of loçal 
marketing predominates in the extreme 
eastern, western and southern sections. 


The great central markets handle four- 
fifths of the sheep and lambs, two-thirds 
of the hogs, and approximately one-half 
of the beef cattle. 
For local slaughter 
about one-third of the beef cattle, one- 
eighth of the sheep and lambs, and one- 
twelfth of the hogs are sold. Nearly one- 
third of the hogs and about one-tenth of 
the beef cattle and one-twentieth of the 
sheep and lambs are slaughtered 
on 
farms and ranges. Relatively more sheep 
are shipped in carload lots by owners 
than any other class of live stock. 
Cat- 
tle, hogs and calves follow in the order 
named. 
In sales to local buyers hogs 
lead, with calves, cattle and sheep fol- 
lowing in order. 


The study discloses that the time of 
buying stockers and feeders and the sell- 
ing of finished animals is restricted too 
generally tr^ a few months of the year. 
Should stock-feeding operations be better 
adjusted to market conditions, a decided 
influence toward a more even distribu- 
tion of the supply would be the result. 


Co-operative 
associations 
of 
cattle 
raisers are becoming an important factor 
in marketing, the report shows. 
Seven 
hundred and fifty organizations which 
market cattle in a co-operative way now 
exist in 15 states. 
Four hundred and 
thirty of these organizations arc ])rimar- 
ily live-.stock shipping associntions. 
The 
greatest activity of this sort was found 
in Minnesota, where 215 co-operative 
live-stock shipping associations are lo- 
cated, 
The department specialists de- 
clare that these associations bring great- 
er returns to the fanners because of the 
reduction of marketing expenses and the 
realization of the prevailing prices at the 
centralized markets, and that they are 
also valuable because of their education- 
al features.

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The Farmer and the 
Administration 


[WMle the rapid development and the kaliedoseopic changes of a 
political campaign bring first this vote and then that vote to the 
ifore in more or less conspicuousness, one will do well to recall that the 
yote of the American farmer, who doesn't make a great deal of noise 
Trat who does much thinking regarding political affairs, is going to 
lift the greatest single factor in bringing about the decision of the bal- 
lots in November. Apart from a good deal of the hubbub and the 
Ijitterness of partisan conflict, the farmer has opportunity to an un- 
;ufipnal degree to view the situation calmly and to reach a decision 
bäsed on sound judgment. 


In this connection it is gratifying to note many instances of the 
ifadt that the farmer's grasp of the situation is accurate. This was 
plainly evident at the sessions of the Farmers' National congress at 
IndianapoHs a day or two ago, when this non-partisan body went on 
record with resolutions of appreciation of the services of the Wil- 
son administration to the farmers of this country. Speaking at the 
opening of the convention President Stockbridge declared that ''the 
American farmer has never seen so general or so wide-spread a period 
of agricultural prosperity as that of the present year." The farmfer, 
like other men of discriminating judgment, is always disposed to let 
well enough alone. The argument that he surrender a condition that 
is entirely satisfactory to him on the remote chance that he might 
happen to get something just as good or a little better is not one that 
appeals to him. He knows that under the administration of Presi- 
dent Wilson he has prospered, and he is content. 


As a matter of fact, the president has been the steadfast friend of 
the farmer, and has demonstrated it in many ways. 
Conspicuous 
among these was his advocacy of the rural credits law. The farmer, 
too, would have been a direct and immediate sufferer had the rail- 
road strike been permitted to occur, for the paralysis of transporta- 
tion would have struck at once at the prices of commodities from the 
sale of which the farmer gains his livelihood. The farmer will have 
no difficulty in finding abundant reason for his faith in Piesident 
[Wilson. 
• 


The coming of Senator Kern, Senator Taggart, Secretary of the 
.Treasury^ McAdoo and Prof. Stockton Axson to the Palace theater 
this evening for addresses on the political issues brings an unusual 
opportunity to hear some of the men who have been assisting larg^y 
in making national and political history in the past few years. Secre- 
tary McAdoo, at the head of the vast financial system of the nation, 
is a big and broad business man who has demonstrated his capacity 
for doing large things and doing them well. We are quite confident, 
too, that Indiana is justifiably very proud of the large and conspicu- 
ous part her senators are playing in national affairs. Prof. Axson, 
though less widely known, is in position to speak intimately of Presi- 
dent Wilson, for he is a brother-in-law of the chief executive. Re- 
gardless of your political affiliations, it will be worth your while to 
hear this quartet of eminent men discuss affairs in which as good 
citizens we are all deeply interested and deeply desirous of doing that 
;which shall be best for this great nation. 


Possibly there is no connection whatever between the two inci- 
dents, but let it be noted that the earthquake in the south Wednes- 
day occurred almost simultaneously with the advent of Colonel Roose- 
yelton the edge of that territory to speak for Mr. Hughes.. Maybe 
nature feels that she simply must do something to keep even with the 
colonel as a disturber of things as they are and as an evangelist of the 
strenuous and the violent.

Harold McCormick, wealthy Chicago citizen, has evolved a plan 
for world peace which he is confident will work admirably if the war- 
ring nations can be induced to accept it. And having provided the 
plan, he will perhaps be willing to have someone else take off his 
hands the task of inducing the belligerents to listen to reason. 


There may be some reasons for butting into the war by adopting 
the pugnacious policy Colonel Roosevelt has mapped out for Mr.

they do not feel that 


they are able to make a strfaciently long 
and intelligent prayer, and they feel 
they are too busy to read any extended 
lesson from the Scriptures.

dren in a houaeliold find family worship 
distasteful is this: that the prayers 
are ioo indefinite and sometimes too 
meaningless, while the reading of the 
Scriptures is too long-drawn out, and.

cold there are certain 
blood vessels 
in 
the 
skin which play 
tho 
roles of storm door« 
and closing up 
keep 
the blood in the in- 
ner ptirts of the body where it 
stays 
warm. 
But. if the skin is clogged, dirty 
and unhealthy these blood vessels can- 
not properly perform their duties with 
the result that our bodily heat is al- 
lowed to run down. 


But ^keeping the skin clean does not 
mean one piping hot bath a week, saj' 
on Saturday night, and then not 
any 
attention for another week. 


A 
cool 
water 
bath, 
preferably 
a 
shower, without 
soap but 
used 
every 
day even in winter time, will not only 
keep the skin cleaner and healthier, but 
also more comfortable. 


The daily bath without soap cleanae- 
without taking too much of the natural 
lubricant out of the skin. 


This natural lubricant is 
the 
fatty 
substance brought up 
to and 
spread 
upon the surface of the skin by 
the 
sweat glands. 
The alkali of a strong 
soap used with an extremely hot water 
removes, or "cuts" this oil, leaving tho 
surface of the akin dry, harsh and often 
sensitive. 


That is why after an extremely hot 
bath and a thorough scrubbing the skin 
often is irritated by flannels or under- 
wear, 
But this condition once or twice 
a week will do no special harm to the 
skin and therefor« one is perfectly safe 
in taking a hot bath twice a weak. 


The same care should be exercised in 
washing tho fact. 
Many women lerub 
their fae« daily with »hot water, flesh 
bruth and toap.

for weeks or months in houses.

Meats Over Country. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 11.—Marked 


variation in methods of marketing meat 
animals in different sections of the Unit- 
ed States and in methods of marketing 
different classes of animals in the coun- 
try as a whole has been found by spe- 
cialists of the United States department 
of agriculture from a survey of the live- 
stock marketing conditions of the coun- 
try. 
The data obtained by the survey 


Have been, published as Part V of a re- 
port of an exhaustive study of the meal 
situation in the United States. 


The three general methods of market- 


ing found to be in most common use arc: 


Shipping to the large centralized mar 


kets, selling to local butchers and pack 
crs, and the sale of farm-prepared meats 
to dealers or consumers. The bulk o" 
the animals from the Central states, it 
was found, is sold through the central- 
ized markets, while some form of local 
marketing predominates in the extreme 
eastern, western and southern sections. 


The great central markets handle four- 


fifths of the sheep and lambs, two-thirds 
of the hogs, and approximately one-half 
of the beef cattle. For local slaughter 
about one-third of the beef cattle, one- 
eighth of the sheep and lambs, and one- 
twelfth of the hogs are sold. Nearly one- 
third of the hogs and about one-tenth of 
the beef cattle and one-twentieth of the 
sheep and lambs are slaughtered on 
farms and ranges. Relatively more sheep 
arc shipped in carload lots by owners 
than any other class of live stock. Cat- 
tle, hogs and calves follow in the order 
named. In sales to local buyers hogs 
lead, with calves, cattle and sheep fol- 
lowing in order.

BOH administration to the farmers of this country. Speaking at the 
opening of the convention President Stockbridge declared that 1!the 
American farmer has never seen so general or so wide-spread a period 
of agricultural prosperity as that of the present year." The farmer, 
like other men of discriminating judgment, is always disposed to let 
well enough alone. The argument that he surrender a condition that 
is entirely satisfactory to him on the remote chance that he might 
happen to get something just as good or a little better is not one that 
appeals to him. He knows that under the administration of Presi- 
dent Wilson he has prospered, and he is content.
